lu his game bug. 


That the birds are of great valu e to the United States often has been 


shown. There is an old saying that everything is put on earth for some 
good and sufficient cause. A person is likely to question this assertion, 
and is never more likely to do so th an when he thinks of certain kinds of 
bugs and insects that kill the trees, the growing grata, the 
cotton, the 


flowers—plant life In general. 


Right here, however, you can see why the bird is placed on earth, 


His song is beautiful to hear and his plumage grand to look upon, but It 
is the little beak that pecks incessantly from sun rise to sun set that is of 
great value to the people at the laud. 


Francis M. Chapman, curator of th e American Museum of Natural His- 


tory, will be at St. Paul to deliver an illustrated lecture on birds. 
Mr. 


Chapman has stereoptlcon views of birds in every possible pose. He will 
tell about the value of the bird to the farmer particularly. 


William L. Firiley, of the National Association of Audubou Societies, 


who will also speak on birds, says : 


" For years our wild birds have been rapidly decreasing. 
As a re- 


ult, millions of dollars are taken from the pockets of the farming class 
•very year to fight insect pests, .and this amount is increasing. 
The In- 


oads of the Hessian fly upon the wheat crop in 1904 were estimated 
at 


50,000,000. The cotton worm is a great menace in the south, where it 
estroys from $23,000,000 to ?50,000,000 annually of the cotton crop. The 


cut worm Is a pest that is prevalent throughout the countrj. 
The cod- 


dling moth injuries fiult crops to the amount 
of 
$20.000,000 
annually. 


With the continuous loss of bird life In our country, the loss from insect 
and rodent pests last year was cstlm ated at the enormous sum of $800,- 
000,000. 
" Without the birds our forests 


would be swept as by a blast of fire. Our trees would look like an army of 
telegraph poles. 
L,ast year insects caused an estimated losb of more th 


an one hundred million dollars to the trees of the country. 
Do vou know 


that -100 different species of Insects arc continually working on the oak 
troi's alone? The birdb of the forests aic constantly catching and consurnin 
g these insects. 
Careful analysis of the stomach 


s of thousands of wood pecltcts, tit-mice, ereepeis, kinglets, wood warbl 
i-rs. 
wrens, fbuatchois, 
swallows, nuthatcheb and other birds show they 


do nothing i-lse but eat these do-vnstatlng insects. This is their life w

The great lakes wireless business is 
almost exclusively confined "to busi- 
ness connected with the steamship 
companies, but it would have been 
easily possible to have sent a mes- 
sage from the City of Erie, many 
miles out on Lake Erie, that night 
and have had it safely delivered in 
Coshocton the next morning.
